answer to his recent Brooklyn speech. 
The conduct ot Mr. Schurz on that eve- 
ning, and the incidents which accompa. 
nied the close of hie speech, are dis- 
graceful to that [gentleman and a blush- 
ing shame.to the democracy ot Milwau-

roportor, stabbed an engineer named John 
Gregg during a dispute In regard to a f out 
raco at tho state fair grounds Monday.

At a very tendorage ho was com]X.'ile*.l 
tx> work as u pit boy at two-pence a day. to 
help support the family. Deep in tho mines, 
shut out from everything that cheered tho 
ien-.os. young Stephenson found much wi 
.Umuhite his mechanical bent. He mastered 
tin: hoisting machinery, aud longed to bu ul- 
lowi-d charge ,of it. One day tho engineer 
chanced, to stumble and 
injure himself. 


Young Stephenson promptly olTereito supply 
lis ulncu, ar.d proved his skill so well that thd 
mine superintendent gave him permanent 
charge of the machinery, and thus gavo him 
an opportunity to observe and think and 
mild, until tho Rocket appeared as a result of 
his labors. Stephenson was accustomed to 
call his application of steam a discovery. 


It is a notable fact tliat somo of the great- 


est discoveries havo been made by chance. 
Millions of'men probably had seen au applo 
fall from the tree before ouo chanced to drop 
to the earth undor the eyes of Newton. His 
uilnd was curious enough to see tlio causo of 
tho trivia! incident, and acute enough, hav- 
ing found that, to follow it up until the prin- 
ciple of that attraction of gravitation was 
clear to him. Of all the thousands who 
evm-y day glanced at tho swinging lamps sus- 
pended from the roof of tln< cathedral of 
Pisa, not one saw any principle involved in 
their regular motion until Galileo, seaix-bing 
for a means to regulate the movements of a 
clock, chanced to behold them, and instantly 
hit upon the idea of tho pendulum. 


Shrewd minds ever turn accidents to ac- 


count. Thus Montgolflei1, the father of aero- 
nauts, chanced to see a piece o£ paper placed 
on the top of a coffeo pot swell and risfi as 
tho steam distended it, and conceived tho 
idea of the balloon. 


Schanward, a Nuremburg glass-cutter, 


chanced to spill a drop of aquafortis on his 
sp»ctae!es. Attempting sonic time afterward 
to wipe it off, he found that it had corroded, 
end tbe idea of etching on glais dawned or.
